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On April 11, 12, and 13, 1978, two distinguished art historians, Svetlana 
Alpers of the University of California at Berkeley, and Leo Steinberg of the 
University of Pennsylvania, will survey the life and achievements of Peter 
Paul Rubens in a series of three lectures at The Cleveland Museum of Art. 

The slide-illustrated lectures, sponsored by the Museum's Junior Council, 
will be given in Gartner Auditorium and are open to the public. 

If you are familiar with our speakers, you will share our enthusiasm for this 
lecture series, which promises to be extremely interesting and informative. 

Dr. Alpers is internationally recognized for her studies on Rubens, and last 
year was invited to participate in the Rubens symposium held in Antwerp during 
the 400th anniversary celebration of the artist's birth. Dr. Steinberg is 
widely known for his art criticism and his publications in the field of Baroque 
art.
